The history of hie crime is aa Jfollowa : 
On Thursday last Smith picked up little 


Myrtle Vance, aged 4 years, near her 
father's— Policeman Henry Vance— resi- 
dence, and carrying her to a pasture near 
the outskirts of the city, first viciously 
assaulted the Innocent child, and after 
satisfying hia fiendish paaeton took one 
little limb in each hand and literally tore 
her in twain, and covering the body 
with leaves and bruab, ho lay down and 
slept calmly through ttie night by the 
Bide of the victim. 


Friday morning Smith left town. 
The child's. remains wero found Fri- 


day afternoon, and when nawB of the 
atrocious crioio spread the whole town 
turned out in tbe clmse.

RAISIN GKOfERS 


An Important Session oi the 


State Association. 


THE PROPOSED ACT INDORSED 


Reports of the Executive Committee 


Received— Au Adjournment Until 


This Hovnliifr. 


The meeting ol the California State 


Raisin Growers association inKutner 
hall yesterday afternoon was not BO well 
attended as it should have been when 
the important nature of the business to 
be transacted was taken into account. 


Chairman Norris In calling the meet* 


ing to order remarked that he regretted 
that tha attendance was not larger, fas 
the matters to be discussed by the asso- 
ciation were of tbe moat vital impor- 
tance. He complimented those who did 
attend for the interest they had taken. 


. By the time the minutes had boon 
read tho attendance bad been largely 
augmented and nearly every chair was 
occupied. 


Secretary Harvey proceeded to read 


tho report of the executive committee 
which has already been published in full 
iu THB REPUBLICAN. Each subject was 
discussed as read. 
\V. M. Von Wonner interrupted the 


reading by remarking that it was uDJugl 
to saddle any of the blame for low prices 
upon the co-operative packing houses. 


After the reading of the report Chair- 


man NomB read a letter from Matthew 
Dean in which Mr. Dean stated: "There 
is no competition, from Spanish raisins 
whatever. 
The competition is from 


within and among your own agents." 


OVfiH-PHODUCTION, 


A. 0. Bryan of Kingeburg said that 


Dean was one of the largest importers of 
Spanish raisins in the matket, aud Dean 
had told him recently in New York that 
tbe difficulty in tt>e raiBin market was 
ctmgod by o'ver production of raisins iu 
California. 


Tho spodker also believed that there 


was overproduction. He arrived in 
CliicBgo in October and was told by ono 
firm that they bad five carloads of old 
raisius in warehoneo and he found in 
other warehouses from two to fifteen 
carloads of old raisins, and the flame 
state of thiii^e existed in New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia. 


TUB RHMKDY. 


The only way to deal with the evil 


was to curtail production by not con- 
vetting tho second croy, into rain! no and 
byehippiDK only (he boat quality of 
ralHina, he added. Every year the mar- 
ket would be more demoralized unless 
something was done. Everybody last 
season waa rushing into market to sell 
his rain ins and there was good reason 
for it. 
Dean told •him .that the Californians 


bad cut the prices below what ho had 
paid for his Spanish raisins, aud that ho 
proposed to cut uia prices half a cent a 
pound, but the speaker advised him that 
if ho did so the OaUforniima would not 
ship any more raisins to New York, but 
would send them around to Mr. Dean's 
DOB to mere fu other states. 


UKVUKUINU CO CTBIIATIVK COMI'ANIKS. 
W. M. Van Wonner remarked that he 


relieved that the majority of tho report 
seemed to heve been written with tho 
object of shouldering the blame upon 
he co'Oporetive companies. He did not 
jeliovo llmt co-oparutive companion are 
•esponsible for tbia condition of affairs. 
He nsKed what co-operative companies 
were responsible for this tiutting in 
prices. 
"Armsby & Co. had eent out orders to 


sell, and they sold for whatever they 
could get." 
D. T. Fowler remarked that if Mr. 


Van Wormor hod been present at tha 
meeting of the executive committee of 
which Mr. Van Wormer w»Q a member, 
and had 
HI on the documentary and 


jther evidence upon which tbo report 
iad been founded, he would tmderatand 
;bat all the allegations of tho report wera 
true. He hoped that all questions of 
personality should be left out. Ho did 
not believe there wee a man presnnt who 
:ould stand up aud explain to the satis- 
:actioB*(*f every one all tho matters con- 
tairand Sine report.

Bryan's remarks concerning overproduc- 
tion. He stated that the executive com- 
mittee had received several hundred let- 
ere from brokers "ana others nil over the

iroductiou. Mr. Gordon could not sae 
vby Mr. Battn should Bay one thing to 
llr.

If there was any overproduction of 


raieine, whj, asked Mr. Gordon, hag the 
trice of raisins advanced 1 cent per 
>ound recently ? This would not ba the 
case if tho market waa glutted or if there 
was overproduction. 


Mr. Mo'tneral moved that it be de- 


clared the sense of tbe association that 
lie bill now before the legislature pro- 
riding for the establishment of a Call- 
brnia State Raisin Growers' Association 
as a etate institution should be passed. 
The synopnia of thn bill baa been already 
published in TIIK REPUBLICAN. 


TUB PBOPOHED ACT. 


The convention then proceeded to 


adopt the act section by section. Tbe 
adoption of these sections is merely ex- 
prasaive of the sentiment of the associa- 
tion (hat the bill do pass the legislature. 


Alexander Gordon said that the ques- 


tion before tho association was whether 
he association should be perpetuated or 
whether it ehould be allowed to be scat- 
ercd to tbe winds of heaven. He bed 
Become tired of mutual associations 
where 5000 mombere might do wrong 
and each saddle tbe blame upon the 
othora. • Be wanted a legally incorpor- 
ited institution where each would bo 
lonnd by law. 
The reason why the 


market was broken last season was be- 
cause growers stood outside of the asso» 
elation mid did what they pleased and 
they were joined by packers and brolc-. 
era. 
• 


It was decided that the board of dl- 
ectora should be composed of nine mem- 
bers. 
The secretary reported ttbat there was 


due from the association $340, and sug- 
gested that tbe association shon'd devise 
neans to pay the debt. 


D. T. Fowler made an earnest speech 


on this topic.. Tbe raleln pro wera had 
been very backward with financial as- 
istance. 


BIIonTAQE OP TUB FUNnS. 


Alexander Gordon, the treasurer, sec- 


onded Mr. Fowler'aeffortQ. Ho believed 
bat oaf of '1200 or 1400 mom bo re the ex- 
penses should be paid with bat a trifling 
coattoezch. If. the raisin growers have 
not sufficient interest In the association 
to pay ita bills they will not be likely to 
take ranch interest in the state aeaocia' 
tion, and if they did not they might as 
well let tbe matter ga by default.

already cost the company $100, bntit was 
willingto stand its portion of tho assess- 
ment.
